SMUGGLE RUSH MONEY 


TO SWEDEN FOR GAIN 


Stockholm, March 12.—A total of 
more than ,200,000 roubles in Russian 
paper money has been found in the last 
four days by the Russian border police 
on persons who were trying to smuggle 
the money into Sweden. In one case 
150000 roubles were seized, in another 
42 000. 
Russian regulations .permit 
the traveler to carry only 500 roubles 
out of the country. 
Smuggling into Sweden of Russian 
paper money is at present a highly 
profitable occupation when it succeeds. 
At present rates of exchange the smug- 
gler can buy a check on a Petrogrnd 
bank at the rate of 9S crowns for 100 
him with the notes. He can sell 'he 
notes themselves at the rate of 109 
crowns for 100 roubles, giving him a 
profit of 11 crowns per 100 roubles. 
The smuggler with the 150,000 roubles 
could, for instance, have made a prottt 
of 16,500 'Swedish crowns if his attempt 
had succeeded.

So steeped 
are they In 'the delusion that neither 
common sense, every day observation 
nor science can eradicate it from their 
minds.

poisoning; and in. this way they are

The iFormula fop Cold Cream. 
In a reply to a. correspondent you 
recommended the U. S. P. cold cream. 
Can you give the formula? (B. i>. D.) 
Answer 
The formula is given in 
the 
United States 
Pharmacopoeia 
(which is the legal standard for nil 
United States pharmacists) as follows: 
Spermaceti. 125 grams (not grains); 
whits wax, 120 grains; expresed oil of 
almond, GOO c. c.; stronger rose water, 
190 c c ; sodium borate in fine powder, 
5 grams. 
Reduce the lirst two ingre- 
ents to fine shavings and melt at mod- 
erate heat. Add the almond oil and 
pour the mixture into a warmed, shal- 
low Wedgewood mortar; carefully adrl, 
without stirring, the rose water in 
which the sodium borate has .been 
previously dissolved, then stir rapidly 
and contiuously until the mixture be- 
comes- uniformly soft and creamy.
